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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: First, Applicant argues that Angel does not teach 
adding an entry to a data structure associating a port of a connection with an end user system and a network session ID. The Examiner 
disagrees, as the Table 1 cited in Angel is a data structure that associates a port, session ID, and an end user system. Applicant then 
argues that Hare fails to disclose the claim limitation that a component communicates with a server using a second connection protocol to 
establish a network session and network session ID in response to an initial packet. As cited in the rejection of record, an end user system 
sends data to the gateway, which communicates with a server to set up a PPPoE connection, and as showin in paragraph 31 shoes, a 
unique session ID is generated for that client's session. Applicant then argues that paragraphs 30 and 31 do not meet the limitations of 
claim 3. The examiner notes in paragraph 30 "The bridge 220, noting the intended destination" (i.e. from a session identifier of the PPPoE 
packet, as there isn't another way for the bridge to note the destination of the PPPoE packet). Thoughout the arguments, Applicant 
suggests that the session identification is provided by the server, however, this limitation is not found in the claims. The claims require 
"communicating with the server using a second communication protocol to establish a network session and obtain a network session 
identifier". The claims do not specify whether this ID is obtained via the server, or obtained via generation at the protocol manager. 
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
